Or sather, were they not 
juflly calculated and wifely framed to produce the 
Peace of Eurep?; by which Means Trade will 
flourith, Wealth increafe, and we fhall be as 
profperows Abroad, as we are free and happy at 
Home ? , ‘ 
"Tis, it muft be own’d, very difficult to gain 
Credit to what is wrote in favour of Men in Power; 
becaufe we are ftrongly prejudiced againft them, 
and their Advocates. But, methinks, plain Truths 
fhould make their Way: Thofe need no Apo- 
logy. And, I think, ’tis as evident as the Sun, 
that the Abilities of the Miniftry appear greater in 
adjufting all thefe Differences by Negotiating, than by 
entring into a War, (perbaps long and unfucce/sful 
too) and after the End of it turn Negotiators again. 
Going from Cong:efs to Congrefs, entring into 


Treaties upon Treaties, is far better than War ; 
and ‘tis infinitely more eligible to treat for ever, 
than fight for ever. It is the Praétice only of 
hor-headed, weak, paffionate Men, to refent and 
frike immediately, but all great Minds confider firft, 
and then adt what feems bef mpon the whole , 
they never give a Blow till they have tried all 
other Ways, and find them unfuccefsful. 

The feveral Princes of Europe were, a few Years 
ago, in a very ill Humour with ore another ; 
(for Princes, great as they are, are fubje& you 
know to ovr Foibles) they took Parties, felt or 
imagined Injuries, look’d and talk'd big, chreat- 
ned War, arm’d, and feem’d, as our Foet has it, 

Willing to wound, and yet afiaid to frike. 
Tho’ in reality "cwas not Fear but Prudence, (who, 
yanus like, looks backwards and forevards) which 
held their Hands. Wifdom is always berrer than 
Power ; nor, indeed, is Power at any time good, 
burt as “tis fubfervient to the Purpefes of Wifdom, 
and a valuable End can’t be obtain’d without it. 

"Tis certainly the Intereft of other Kingdoms 
and States to be at Peace ; but more particularly 
ours, whofe Trade and Commerce are more exten- 
five than any other Kingdom in the World. It 
concerned us, therefore, above all other Confide- 
tations, to preferve the Peace, and try the Force of 
Congref[es, Negotiations and Treaties ; to wait Occa- 
fiois and proper Opportunities, or elfe, by good 
Management, to make thefe Occafions ; and when 
they happen, @rike io with “em, and exteaét from

We ought always 
to fuppofe wel of Mankind, till we know them to 
be ill; or, at leaft, have good reafon to believe 
‘em fo. Is it not, my Friend, the moft ridicu- 
lous of all Things, to fee Genrlemen, who are 
unattach'd to any Minifiry, or their Oppofers, enter 
into the Refentments of thofe, who abu/e only 
becau'e they bate ? and who fay the worlt things 
pollible, without believing what they fay, only to 
rum down the Characters of Perfons, whom they 
are not able to juftle ont of Power?
